State Dep’t denies ‘cooling’ 


in relations 


with Israel 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — The State Department said yesterday the 
U.S: was anxious io see Arab-Israeli peace talks proceed and would 


do “what we appropriately can"' to promote a settlement. 


" ‘The press office, Charles Bray, 
brushed aside suggestions of a cer- 
tain cooling in U.S.-Israeli rela- 
tfons, In reply to a question, Mr, 
Bray said that there was no cool- 
ing in relations with Israel “that 
is perceptible to us.” 

It was thought here that the U.S. 
has been seelting to get Israel to 
respond positively to an appeal by 
UN, Secretary-General U Thant 
last week-end to pledge itself to a 
withdrawal, from all Egyptian ter- 
ritory. 


State Department officials have 


‘stated that the U.S. supports U 


Thant’s appeal, but when question- 
ed closely, avoided apy comment on 
what specific steps should be taken 
or what the U.S. is taking at this 
point. 

‘We are anxious to see the Jar- 
ring mission proceed, but I don't 
want to get into specifics how its 
should proceed." Mr. Bray said. 

“We continue to do what we ap- 


propriately can to promote the pos- 
sibility of a peaceful settlement in 
the Middle East, and‘as I said 
earlier, look forward to the con- 
tinuation of the (Jarring) mission.” 

Mr. Bray acknowledged that Mr. 
Rogers had a recent exchange of 
letters with Egyptian Foreign Mi- 
nister Mahmoud Riad; but said he 
could not elaborate on this diplo- 
matie exchange. 

Meanwhile, AP quoted Secretary 
of State Rogers ay foreseeing a 
probably greater “danger of mis- 
calculation,” in the Middle East. 
He said, “The situation itself is 
so explosive, it is very dangerous

Over 50% of 
East bloc arms - 
aid to Arabs 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — Defence 
Secretary Melvin Laird yesterday 
said more than half of the Com- 
munist world's military afd in the 
past 15 years has gone to the 
Middle East. 

In his annual report to Congress, 
Mr. Laird said the Communist states 
provided about $8,000m. in aid from 
1955 to 1970. Of that total, he said, 
the Soviet Union provided 85 per 
cent, China 2 per cent and the 
Eastern European states the re- 
mainder, 

Almost 55 per cent of all this 
διὰ went to the Middle East “and 
this area is expected to remain the 
major recipient of Soviet ald to 
non-Communist countries," Mr. 
Laird satd. 

He said ‘that Israel and the Arab 
most likely im- 
mediate combatants should war 
come, but that the U.S. and Russia 
might also become involved. “Thus,” 
he said, “we are striving to prevent 
the outbreak of 8 war that has a 
chance — however slight — of lead- 
ing to a U.S.-Soviet confrontation.”

Cairo’s “Al-Ahram” said yesterday 
that President Anwar Sadat has 
exchanged several messages with 
President Nixon in the past few 
days. The newspaper added that the 
last of these messages was sent to 
Mr. Nixon on Friday, two days be- 
fore President Sadat announced an 
end to the cease-fire. 

President Sadat was said yester- 
day to have conducted consultations 
with the heads of state of Libya, 
Sudan and Syria — Egypt's part- 
ners in the proposed tripartite fede- 
ration. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister Mah- 
moud Riad yesterday summoned his 
top aides for consultations at his 
ministry, which was reported to 
have been put on a non-stop 24-hour 
duty basis since Sunday.

Documents reveal text of Cairo 
reply to Jarring questionnaire 


CAIRO-(UPI): — Documents made 
avallable to LPI yesterday confirm- 
ed that Dr. Gunnar Jarring sought 
a commitment from Israel to with- 
draw its forces from the whole of 
Sinai In return for an Egyptian un- 
dertaking to “enter into a peace 
agreement" with Israel. Egypt ag- 
reed, but added the praviso that 
the Israelis also pull out of the 
Gaza Strip. 

Israel accepted the principle of 
withdrawal only to “secure, recog- 
nized and agreed boundaries to be 
established in the peace agree- 
ment.” — not to the pre-June 1967 
lines. 

The documents, obtained by UPI 
from authoritative diplomatic sour- 
ces, were the complete texts of the 
Jarring proposals presented to 
Egypt and Israel on February 8 
and the Egyptian and Israeli replies 
to them, 

The text of the Israeli reply to 
Dr. Jarring was released in Jeru- 
salem on Sundey.

LONDON (Reuter).—Britain boost- 
ed its balance of payments position 
last year to its highest level for 
More than 11 years and in doing 
80 won back some of the sterling 
holdings which foreign countries 
had been taking away, the Govern: 
ment disclosed yesterday. : 

Under a new system of calcula- 
tions, the balance of payments 18 
made up of two accounts — the 
current account, which reflects di-~ 
rect buying and selling of goods 
overseas and revenue from service 
industries such as shipping and in- 
surance; and total currency inflow, 
which incorporates the current sc- 
count with investmenf and move- 
ment of capital. 

The current, or trading, account 
was in ‘surplus last year by £631m., 
helped by a £30m. rise in invisible 
Γ and the first surplus on 
direct trading since 1958.

WASHINGTON. 
retary ‘Melvin Laird yesterday said 
that Communist China may have 
fired its first Intercontinental bal- 
Ustlc missile (ICBM), 
pointed out that an apparent pause 
in Rugslan missile development could 
herald ἃ new Soviet ICBM system. 

Mr Laird said the Chinese may have 
made ἃ “reduced range test” of an 
ICBM Jate last year, but that they 
have yet to send such a missile over 
the full 15,000-km. range. 

(Pentagon officials said the flight 
took place entirely within China, 
without any warhead on the missile, 
and covered about 3,220 kms. They 
said a great many defence experts 
are positive it was an ICBM test, 
with the range cut down to keep the 
missile in China.) 

‘Mr. Laird. said within the past 
year China “may have" deployed its 
first medium-range, nuclear-tipped 
missiles which would put all the 
great cities of Asia within their 
reach Recently, he said, the thrust 
Seems to have switched to inter- 
mediate-range missiles which could 
hit the Industrial centres of the 
Soviet. Union, 

SUBMARINE THREAT 

The Secretary made no mention 
of Soviet moves to deploy an ad- 
vance intercontinental ballistic mis- 
sile as reported on Sunday by Sen. 
Henry Jackson (Washington, Demo- 
crat). He reported the Soviet force 
of missile-launching submarines had 
grown to 17 in operation and 15 
being assembled or fitted out. Two 
years ago, the Soviets had four of 
these subs in operation and Mr. 
Laird called this the “fastest grow- 
ing element of the threat.” 

He reported the Russians are de- 
veloping a new swing-wing bomber 
which other officials described as 
similar to the U.S. F'B-111 and be-

was no effort to interdict its 
lines of communication and smash 
its military capability. 


REALISTIC DETERRENCE 

. The Defence Secretary blueprinted 
a “strategy of realistic deterrence” 
to war by marshalling total free- 
world military power and promoting 
vigorous negotiations from strength. 
He underscored a hold-the-line po- 
licy on strategic nuclear weapons 
and proposed a minimum advance 
in the Safeguard anti-missile system 
pending outcome of Soviet-Amer- 
ican arms-limitation talks. ᾿ 

He proposed levelling off U.S. 
armed forces at 2.5 million men — 
about one million below the Vietnam 
war peak — and holding down de- 
fence spending. Mr. Laird said some 
risk is attached to the Nixon Ad- 
ministration's $76,000m. defence-bud- 
get for fiscal 1972 “for it continues

Its air force, includ- 
ing the navy’s air arm, consisted 
of more than 4,000 planes, most 
of them jet fighters, and a fleet 
of 300 jet bombers, with its main 
navel offensive strength centred on 
@ growing force of more than 40 
attack submarines, and guided-mis- 
sile patrol boats. 

Aside from these developments, 
Mr. Laird said the Russians are ac- 
tively developing a long-range sub- 
‘marine-launched missile and a new 
anti-ballistic missile system There 


already are four ABM complexes 
set up around Moscow, he said. 

By mid-1971, tae Defence. Sec- 
retary gaid, the Soviet Union will 
have 1,500 ICBMs. This is an. in- 
crease of 60 during 1971 alone, while 
the U.S. will hold at 1,054. But he 
sald U.S, submarine missiles will 
still outnumber -Russia’s 656° to 
400 by mid-1971 despite a six-month 
Soviet incraase of 50 missiles. 

SEES 1,900 ICBMs. : 

Mr. Laird said even if this rat 
of increase remains steady and no 
new missiles are introduced, how- 
ever, by the mid-1970s the Russians 
could have 1,900 ICBM re-entry 
vehicles. “This force alone would be 
more than enough to destroy ail 
U.S. cities of any substantial size,” 
he said. “Practically all of the U.S. 
population lies within range of the 
growing Soviet SLBM (submarine 
missile} force. 

‘Mr. Laird emphasized that “we do 
mot intend. to be the policeman of 
the world,” but said American stra- 
tegic forces “will remain the corner- 
stone of the. free world's deterrence 
against nuclear attack and must ul- 
ways be sufficient for this role.” _

Germans get talking again 


BCNN. — Within the past few 
months the long dormant inner 
German dialogue has by degrees 
come alive again. 

The trend was documented vi- 
vidly last week-end when East and 
West Berlin officials met to 
discuss resumption of Easter holiday 
visits by West Berliners on the 
other side of the Communist wall 
for the first time since 1988. 

After the meeting, West Berlin 
Mayor Klaus Schuetz said there 
were good prospects for a limited 
Easter agreement. 

At the same time, Chancellor 
Willy Brandt hinted East and West 
Germany might eventually be able 
to achleve separate accords dealing 
‘with inner German traffic, economic 
and scientific relations, i 

Speaking In a West German 
radio-TV interview, Brandt was re- 
ferring to the periodic discussions 
since last November between his 
special negotiator Egon Bahr and 
Bahr's counterpart in East German 
Premier WU Stoph's office, Michael 
Kohl. : 

Long-term 

Yet in both the Bahr-Kohl talks 
and the Berlin pass negotiations, 
one of the crucial issues — a long- 
term arrangement reducing tension 
in and around divided Berlin — has 
been excluded pending progress in 
the current four-power parley on 
the city’s status. 

The four-power talks in turn have 
gone on for almost 3 year with no 
major breakthrough.

The Austrians claim 
that they themselves were “con- 
quered” by the Nazis — but anyone 
with a imowledge of history or 
merely a memory that goes back 
to the 1930s will realise that this 
is a very flimay excuse (it is surely 
not 8 mere coincidence that Hitler, 
Bichmann and Kaltenbrunner were 
81 Austrians). But not all the ef- 
forts of the Israel Government and 
the Jewish organizations have suc- 
ceeded in obtaining satisfaction on 
this issue. 

‘A second bone of contention has 
been the failure to mete out due 
punishment to Nazi criminals — es- 
pecially ss a result of the jury 
system which has frequently been 
the cause of acquittals or ridicu-

been si ted that morally both 
these failures have been the result 
of a lack of guilt feeling and in 
time have further stimulated the 
attitude of detachment from respon- 
sibility.

Here too Jew- 
ish archives were seized but in all 
cases after the war, they were re- 
turned on request to the Jewish 
communities —. and are being kept 
at the Central Archives for the His- 
tory of the Jewish People, in Jeru- 
salem. The archivists who handed 
them over — in accordance with 
standard custom — were allowed to 
make a complete microfilm copy 
for themselves — to be used with 
the owner’s gqonsent 

In 1960 the Vienna Jewish com- 
munity, being the legal successor 
to the Jewish communities of Bur- 
genland, applied for the material 
(whieh it intended to forward to 
Jerusatem as they had done with 
thelr’ own archives). Jerusalem is 
today the main centre of research 
in Jewish history and ts the obvious 
place for such material—especially 
as much is written in Hebrew. The 
Burgenland government turned down 
the request on the grounds that 
archives should be kept in their 
original environment. The Viennese 
community challenged this, quoting 
another archival principle according 
te which the character of the ar- 
chives and other featurds must be 
taken into consideration. For some 
nine years the matter lay dormant 
and the community could not elicit 
action, or even a reply, from Bur- 
genland. 

‘Now, Professor Kurt Schubert ~— 
the noted Christian scholar and 
head of fhe Judaistic Institute of 
the University of Vienna (who re- 
cently visited Israel and was inter- 


viewed In The Post) — has announc- * 


ed that he is planning to create an 
“Austrian Jewish Museum in Eisen- 
stadt"—which will incorporate these 
archives — and which will serve as 
source material for his Judaistic 
Institute and as a tourist attrac- 
tion. It is this announcement that 
has stirred up the Viennese Jew- 
ish community. ‘Although recogmis- 
ing that many of Prof. Schubert's 
activities have their positive aspects, 
they are strongly opposed to this 
latest development — which «was 
decided upon without consultation 
with authorised Jewish circles and 
In face of the express opposition of 
the head of the Vienna Jewish com- 
munity. There is a feeling among 
Austrian Jews that the local autho-

Joe Frazier retains crown on 


NEW YORK. — Relentless Joe Fra- 
zier retained his world heavyweight 
boxing championiship on Monday 
night, hammering out a 15-round 
unanimous decision over Cassius 
{Mohammed Ali) Clay and effect- 
ively silencing the talkative former 
champion and his supporters. 

It was the frst defeat in 32 bouts 
for Clay, who has dominated the 
heavyweight scene for most of the 
Past decade. Frazier, winning for 
the 27th time without loss, also 
destroyed the myth of Clay's in- 
vincibility, as he applied unremit- 
ting pressure on the ex-champ. 
Hooking to the head and body, 
Frazier eroded Clay's strength and 
speed. Clay, slowed to a standstill, 
could no longer dance his way out 
of trouble, 

Frazier also scored the fight’s 
only knockdown, in the 15th 
round.. Clay was on his feet at the 
count of six (he took the mandatory 
eight-count), and then withstood 
Frazier's final barrage to last the 
distance. But Frazier 
ahead on points at the time, and 
was awarded the decision on the 
cards of the referea and two judges, 

The first defeat in his 32-bout 
career was 8. bitter pill for Clay to 
swallow. But he just did not have 
enough left of his old speed of hand 
and foot to cope with the relentless 
Frazier. .. me i 


With Clay showing signs of tired- 
ness es early as the fourth round, he 
still was able to cali on a reserve of 
stamina to keep from being knock. 
ed out when Frazier had bim in 
severe difficulty several times in 
the last half of the bout. 

The triumph for Frazier, a real 
rough-house scraper, was the 27th 
consecutive one in his unblemished 
career. He had stopped 23 of his 
Previous opponents, but could not 
add Clay to the list, 

Referee Arthur Mercante gave 
Frazier eight rounds, Clay six 
and catled one even. Judge 
Artie Arila scored it 9-6 for 
Frazier, and Judge Bill Eecht 
had it 11-4 for the winner and 
still champion, ζ 
The fight's only knockdown, in 

the 15th round, came with stunning 
suddenness, since Clay had = ab- 
sorbed blows seemingly as force- 
ful many times in the bout. It 
was a lightning left hook that 
dumped him flat on his back, 

He arose at the count of six, 
taking the mandatory eight-count, 
Frazier rushed in and poured on 
his heavy artillery, concentrating 
on Clay's midsection, but could not 
put the ex-champion down again 
in the remaining two minutes of 
the fight. 

Neither fighter was cut in the

Tel Aviv town’s 
grand old: man 


MEIR DIZENGOFF, first mayor of Tel Aviv, 

was born 110 years ago on the 15th of Adar 

(Shushan Purim). GILA URIEL, his secre- 

tary for some years, tells part of his colourful 
life story. 


VE Dizengoff, first Mayor of 
Tel Aviv, was born on Shushan 
Purim in 1861, in 8, Httle Bessara- 
. He attended the dis- 
trict school at Kishiney and in 
1888 entered the Paris University, to 
atudy chemical engineering. His 
first visit to Palestine was in 1892, 
on 8 mission for Baron Rothachild, 
to bulld 8. glase- factory in Tan- 
toura. In 1905, he revisited the 
country with his wife, Zina-Haya, 
to settle down in ancient Jaffa, as 
director of a Lard Development 
Company, The country was then a 
backward province of the Ottoman 
Empire and Tel Aviv was not yet 
born. 


Upon his arrival in Jaffa, he in- 
itiated the movement to duiid a mo- 
dern residential suburb for the Jew- 
ish inhabitants of Arab Jaffa. 
During World War 1 he was exited 
to Damaseus by the Turkish Au- 
thorities. However, he soon manag- 
ed to escape and returned home in 
time to welcome General Allenbvy, at 
the head of the Allied Troops, en- 
tering little Tel Aviv. Shortly efter. 
wards, Dizenpoff uamed the main 
road leading to the seashore, in 
honour of the British General. 
When Allenby came to Tel Aviv, to 
attend the street-naming ceremony, 
there were only five houses on Al- 
Jenby Street while the surrounding 
area was still undeveloped. When 
Dizengoff noticed ‘re General look- 
ing sceptically around, he cheerful- 
ly told him: “Come again in a few 
years’ time, and you'll find a pros- 
pering settlement.” And indeed, a 
few years later, in 1925, General 
Allemby paid another visit to the 
country, on the occasion of the in- 
auguration of the Hebrew University 
on Mount Scopus; when he came 
to Tel Aviv, he was deeply moved 
to find the rows of neat new 
houses, the gardens and trees, and 
paved roads. ᾿ 


The town’s centre 


Dizengoff’s house in Rothschild 
Boulevard was from the outset the 
town’s sociai and cultural centre. 
In this he was ably and gracefully 
assisted by his wife (their oniy 
daughter, Shulamit, died when she 
was only one year old), in whose 
memory one of the central squares 

~ of the city was named “the Zina- 
Haya Circle.” 


Dizengoff remained in his office 
as Mayor of Tel Aviv until his 
cee πὲ 1986, aoe Sonn 
of 1 927, when hé te 
withdrew to become a member of 
the National Jewish Assembly. When 
he laid down the cornerstone for 
the Levant Fair Grounds in 1933," 
he gave impetus to an extensive 
building movement in the northern 
part of the city. In 1936, a short 
time before his death at the age 
of 75, he maugurated the Tel Aviv 
Lighter Port which proved a boon 
when the city's link with the sea 
was cut off by Arab strikes in the 
port of Jaffa. 


Tel Aviv was declared in 1948 the 
first provisional capital of the new 
State, and it was in Dizengoff's 
house — left by him as a Museum 


of Art for Tel Aviv — that the his- 
torical declaration of ind 

was made by the first’ Premier, 
David Gen-Gurion. : 

All Tel Aviv citizens were his 
family — he had no other family 
of his own; all the children of Tel 
Aviv were his grandchildren — for 
he had none of his own. The child- 
ren of Tel Aviv adored their Grand 
Old Man. Whenever they saw him 
riding on his white horse through 
the main gtreets of Tel Aviv, at 
the head of the annual “Adloyada” 
Purtm Carnival, they cheered him 
enthusfastically as the uncrowned 
king of the largest and the most 
dynamic town in the country. 


Writer, linguist 


He published several books and 
articles, in Hebrew and in other 
languages: he was a gifted unguist, 
familiar with half a dozen eastern 
and western lan He algo 
wrote children’s stories, one of them 
devoted to the memory of his white 
mare named “Mehira” (The Swift 
One). When Mehira died, a group 
of Tel Aviv chiktren offered him a 
young mare instead. There was a 
lengthy correspondence between 
them on the subject and finally the 
Mayor expressed his that due 
to his age the was then over 70) 
he was unable to avail himself of 
their kind offer... A poem was de- 
voted to the “White Horse Rider” 
of Tel Aviv by one of the foremost 
Israeli poets, the late Yehuda Carny. 


Dizengeff was a tell man, al- 
ways elegant and neat and with 
great personal charm. He was an 
Open-hearted man, tolerant and 
good-natured. ν 


A letter received from a little 
boy demanded the sgme amount of 
Ids attention as an Official memo- 
randum from the Commisston- 
er. He had many friends among the 
Arabs of the surrounding villages 
‘and they were often his guests. 


Even after the death of ‘his be- 
loved wife, Zina-Haya, Dizengoff 
was never lonely; his dynamic work 
occupied all his time, Half humorous- 
ly and half seriously, he contem- 
plated the establishment of an ‘“As- 
sociation of (Non-Conformists to Oid- 
Age," members to be admitted from 
70 years onwards. 

‘Not lived in vain’ 

He contemplated his end calmly 
and proudly. In his last will he 
said: “The time has come to sum 
up all my accounts with life and 
work on earth and I am now facing: 
@& new era and a new world, un- 
Jmown yet. The functions I fulfilled 
throughout my years of life have 
given me full satisfaction and I’ve 
not ‘lived in vain.” He cailed this 
touching human’ document — ‘‘Peace- 
ful Death." He further said: “When 
I think about my death, it does 
not make me gad or mournful, for 
I consider this a natural diological 
process. This is how I imagine my 
funeral: my coffin will be followed 
by all the children of Tel Aviv, 


. whom I've always given ail my love. 


And I can hear them cry ont: 


Meir Dizengofl 


please do not leave us yet, dearest 


grandfather, we love you 30 much... ΕἸΠΕ: 


And after the children, there march 
boys and girls of our young genera 
Hon whom Ive atways considered

Harold Lloyd, funny man, dies at 77

HOLLYWOOD (Reuter). — Harold 
Lioyd, one of the greatest of all 
silent film stars — his trade-mark 
was a pair of horn-rimmed glasses 
and his,speciality dare-devil comic 
stunts — died on Monday night in 
his 20-ecre, 40 room mansion, which 
occupies five city blocks in Beverly 
Hills. He was ΤΊ. He lived to the 
Jast in baronial splendour as though 
this movie capital had never chang- 
ed from his heyday in the 1920s. 

Born in Burchard, Nebraska, 
Harold Clayton Licyd was the son 
‘of a salesman. His mother had un- 
realized theatrical ambitions that 
attracted him to the stage. At the 
age of 19 he started out as an ex- 
tra in the Mack Sennet studios in 
Bollywood. 

One day in that era of impro- 
wised scripts, he bought a pair of 
lenseless horn-rimmed spectacles, 
put them on and q found he 
had a trademark. He played a sort 
of inept, average young man con- 
fronted with a series of impossible 
situations, and, like most of the 
stars of that day, he did his own 
stunt work, 

In a publicity gag for a photo- 
grapher he posed lighting a ciga- 
rette from-a bomb fuse and when 
the- supposed dud exploded, Lloyd 


‘lost the thumb and forefinger of his 


right hand. r - 

The name Harold Lioyd was as 
famous as any in the world 
during the ‘twenties and early 
‘thirties. But the arrival of talkies 
gradually was the beginning of the 
end of the character he created, in 
‘which the accent was on visual 
rather than verbal humour. 

Lioyd retired in 1939 after mak- 
ing more than 300 films; he started 
in produced, directed and distributed 
many of them and was a multi- 
millionaire. A mew generation of

artistry in the 1960s; when he began 
combining and re-releasing the 
best of his movies.

TEL AVIV. — Zim is pressing the authorities to allow it to run tax- 
free excursions to Europe during the off-season, Captain Nimron Eshel, 
General Manager of Zim Passenger Lines, stated yesterday. Such a

The passengers would travel on 
Zim's two passenger ships, the Nili

Captain Eshel, Mr. Efraim Brei- 
ner, commercial manager, and Mr.

A vaccine against swamp-fever, a 
disease which attacks both humans 
and enimals, has been developed by 
two scientists in the Biological Re- 
search Institute in Ness-Ziona. 

Dr. Michael Turtan and Dr. 
Esther Sheinberg, who developed the 
vaccine, said that the disease is 
particularly widespread in Galilee. 
It causes acute jaundice and even 
blindness and damage to liver and 
Kidneys in some cases. The vaccine 
was manufactured from cultures 
taken from Galilee residents suf- 
fering from the disease. 

Drs. Turtan and Sheinberg said 
that within a month large-scale 
vacciaations would begin of Galilee 
residents.

of the national income, and an im- 
provement in human relations and 
professional skills. 


One measure which would help, 
Mr. Almogi believed, would be an 
Employees and Employers’ Organisa- 
tions Law, to define the nature, 
rights, duties, and functions of such 
bodies. It would then become clear 
who was entitled to call a strike, 
for what causes, and wher. 


Mr. Almogi noted that 390,260 
work-days were lost by strikes in 
1970, an increase of 282 per cent 
over 1969, However, the propor- 
tionate share of public sector strikes 
in that total was 612 per cent, and 
this was the serious issue. 

Mr. Avizohar charged that the 
Government consistently yielded to 
workers’ demands, and that its pro- 
mises to amend the laws had re- 
mained unfulfilled.

TEL AVIV. — Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan has personally Inter- 
vened to help two soldiers — a 
brother and a sister — who had 
been declared “bastards” by a rab- 
binieal court some 15 years age. 
According to Jewish law, bastards 
cannot marry Jews or be con- 
verted to Judaism, ἱ 

(In Jewish law a bastard is a child 
born to a married woman and a 
partner other than her husband. The 
child of an unmarried woman does 
not fall in this category.) 

The case, which contains all the 
ingredients of a major Government 
crisis, began In Poland before the 
Second World War, where a young 
woman (of religious parents) became 
pregnant by a non-Jew. The girl's 
family agreed to her marrying the 
man of condition he convert to 
Judaism, which he did. Some time 
later, a sop was born to the couple. 

During the war, the mother was 
separated from her husband and 
son. She sunvived the holocaust and 
came to this country — where she 
married another man (who has 
since died). She never told him or 
the Rabbinate that she had been 
married previously. A son and a 
daughter were born of this marriage 
—and it was at about this time 
that her first husband (her legal 
Spouse, according to Jewish Law) 
unexpectedly arrived in Israel. 

Somehow, the Rabbinate was in- 
formed, and decreed that the two 
children, the son and daughter of 


her second marriuge, would have 
to be considered as bastards, as 
the womar was still legally married 
to another man. The appropriate 
entries, a secret mark (believed to 
be a black dot near the “nationali- 
ty” marking) was added to the child- 
ren's registration certificates. 

The son eventually wanted to 
become a professional soldier and 
signed on for an extended service 
period; his sister is also serving in 
the army. Both were engaged to 
be married, They soon discavered 
the problems facing them, and ap- 
pealed to the Rabbinical Courts 
and the Ministry of Defence. 

It is understood that the case 
of the two soldiers may be brought 
up shortly for a ruling by a Rab- 
binical Court. An opinion reportedly 
expressed by Chief Army Chaplain 
Aluf Shlomo Goren was that there 
would be ground for annulment of 
the “bastard” status if proof could 
be found that the conversion of the 
first husband was not fully in 
aecordance with Jewish Law. This 
the first husband refuses to furnish, 
claiming that it would affect his 
own status and, in the case of his 
demise, he would not be accorded 
a Jewish funeral. 

Chief Rabbi Yitzhak Nissim is 
reported to have taken a personal 
interest in the case. The possibility 
that the Defence Minister may in- 
tervene and ask the Government to 
introduce a specific and limited 
change in the Marriage and Divorce 
Law is not being excluded here.

Army sources said that the first 
familles were gent to Abu Znei- 
ma about six weeks ago. They are 
frée to move around in the area, 
though they may not to return to 
the Gaza Strip. 

The Army provides them with 
food andother services, which offi- 
cials sald were not inferior to what 
they were accustomed to at home. 
They occupy the houses abandoned 
by the inhabitants of Abu Zneima 
before the war, when the town 
served as the port of outlet for the 
manganese Mines at Um Bogma, 

The Army’s offers of jobs for 
the adult males and schooling for 
the many children have so far been 
rejected, it was sald. In no case, 
officials said, were families con- 


tisting of only women and children 
sent away. In every case, an 
adult male menvber is present with 
every family. 

Mr. Dayan told Mrs. Shoshana 
Arbeli (Alignment) that the au- 
thoritles had information about 
Arab terrorists who belonged to 
the: Communist Party. A law was 
in force in the Gaza Strip, he said, 
banning the Communist Party, and 
Prohibiting membership in it.

Would-be spies 
sentenced to life 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
GAZA. — Two residents of northern 
Sinal were sentenced to life im- 
prisonment yesterday by a full mi- 
litary court here for plotting to 
set up an espionage ring in the 
Strip. Mahmoud Abu Suerka, 31, 
and Hassan AH Halefat, 22, both 
of Sheikh Zueid, were also con- 
vieted of contact with the enemy, 
illegally leaving and entering the 
country, and being in possession of 
12 bazookas. 

Abu Suerka was contacted by an 
Egyptian agent in Sinai late ia 
1968. He was hired and taken to 
Port Fuad in Egypt where he met 
Halefat, a fellow-townsman recrult- 
ed in a similar way. The two of 
them remained in the Suez Canal 
area, for some months undergoing 
intensive training in éspionage tech- 
niques and use of weapons. " 

In May, 1970, they were ordered 
to return to Sheikh Zueid, where 
they were to set up a spy ring. They 
were provided with bazookas and 
ammunition which they were to use 
to shell Nahal Dikla. On May 20 
they crossed the Canal in a rubber 
dinghy and headed inland, but on 
the next night they were appre- 
hended by an army patrol. 

President of the court was Rav- 
Seren Haim Grossman. The prose- 
cutor was Segen Aharon Levi and 
the defence was conducted by Mr. 
Yussef Fadhi ‘Aquilla, of Gaza.

AS they opened the door they were 
met by a volley of shots, one of 
which killed S/M Ettinger. 

On September 16 of the same 
year the prisoners ambushed army 
vehicles moving between Beit Omer 
and Halhul. They opened fire at 
the vehicles and hurled handgre- 
nades at them. Five soldiers were. 
injured in the ambush, one of them 
seriously.

Jerusalent Post Staff 
The President of the Chase Manhattan Bank, Mr. David Rocke- 


feller, arrived in Lod Airport last night after 


visiting Cairo and Beirut, 


In the three days he will spend here, he will meet the Premier and 
Deputy Premier, and the Forign and Finance Ministers, as well as the 
Governor of the Bank of Israel and several amy generals. 


In an interview at the airport 
over Israel Radio's English-language 
news, Mr. Rockefeller said that al- 
though he had met Arab Jeaders in 
Cairo and Beirut and discussed In- 
ternational as well as Bank aifairs 
with them. he carried no special 
message to Israel. He would, how- 
ever, report to Israell leaders on his 
conversation with President Sadat. 

Asked about the origins of a re- 
port some months ago, subsequently 
denied, that he, together with a 
group of American oil-men, had 
pressed President Nixon for a more 
pro-Arab line In the Middle East, 
Mr. Rockefeller said that the report 
nad been completely unfounded. He 
had met with the President and dis- 
cussed ἃ recent visit he had made to 
Arab countries, but had not pressed 
Mr. Nixon to be more pro-Arab. The 
interviewer persisted: Had he pres- 
sed him to be more “balanced”? To 
which Mr. Rockefeller replied that 
he had recommended that the US. 
policy be “fair to all parties con- 
cerned.”

Mr. Rockefeller's first engage- 
ment, last night, was a dinner date 
at the home of Foreign Minister 
Abba Eban in Jerusalem. 

Today he will take part in the 
dedication of a park and playground 
next to the Rockefeller Museum in 
East Jerusalem, to be named in 
honour of his brother, New York 
State Governor Nelson Rockefeller. 

Before leaving Beirut, Mr. Rocke- 
feller called on Lebanese President 
Suleiman Franjieh, Mr. William 
Buffum, the United States Ambas- 
sador In Beirut, attended the meet- 
ing. 

Str. Rockefeller, who arrived in 
Beirut from Amman on Sunday, also 
met Dr. Elias Saba, Lebanon's Fi- 
nance Minister, who told reporters 
that he had expressed the hope to 
Mr, Rockefeller that banking orga- 
nizations would expand their ope- 
rations in Lebanon.
